MISCELLANEOUS RESULTS. 


CALIFORNIA—The indications are that 
the Democrats have elected the Gov- 
ernor, but the Republicans have, from re- 
turns received, elected the balance of 
the State ticket, and have also elected 
Six. out of the seven Congressmen. 

MISSOURI—While the returns go to show 
that the Democrats have elected their 
State ticket, the Legislature is Republi- 


NBBRASKA—Out of six Congressmen, the 
Republicans have elected five. The Fu- 
siopists carried the Governorship. 

NORTH -CAROLINA—In this State the 
result is in doubt for the Demo- 
crats. The returns indicate that the Fu- 
sionists will have a majority in the Leg- 
islature, while the Populists have elected 

tour Congressmen, the Democrats only 
three, and the Republicans two. 

WDS VIROINIA—In this State the Re- 
publicans have carried their Congress- 
men in all the four districts, and in the 
Legislature the Republicans will have a 

majority of sixteen on joint ballot. 

SIZING UP CONGRESS. 
“WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—The loss of 

Kansas, New Jersey and South Carolina 

reduces the present Democratic total in 


the Senate from 44 to 41. The present* 


Republican strength in the Senate of 38 
promises to be increased by Senators from 
New Jersey, Kansas, Montana, Wash- 
ington and Wyoming, the last three being 
vacancies. The Republicans are likely to 
lose Nebraska. This makes a gain of 5 
and a loss of 1 or a net gain of 4, 
raising the Republican total to 42. The 
Populists now have 6 Senators. The re- 
turns indicate galus for them in South 
Carolina and Nebraska, making their 
total 5. Senators Jones and Stewart of 
Nevada of late have affiliated with the 
Populists so the Populists’ strength may 
be increased and the Republican strength 
decereased by two. 

The estimate of the next Senate. by 
Chairman Babcock gives the Republicans 
44 out of 88 Senators. He counts on Sen- 
ator Pfeffer’s co-operation to organize. 
MORE THAN A TWO-THIRDS MAJOR- 

ITY. 

‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.— The Repub- 
ean Congress Committee has given out 
an estimate claiming that in the House of 
the Fifty-fourth Congress the Repub- 
licans will have a majority of delegates in 
thirty States, Democrats 12, Populists 1, 
with Maryland divided evenly, giving the 
Republicans more than a two-thirds ma- 
jority by States should the next Presi- 
dential election be thrown into the House:

COMPLEXION OF THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—When Chair- 
man Babcock of the Republican Congres- 
sional Committee left the Republican 
headquarters tonight he said the reports 
recelved during the day give the Repub- 
licans 230 out of 356 members of the 
House beyond peradventure, „htte there 
was a possibility of securing twenty-seven 
additional members. Mr. Baboeock also 
stated that his information leads him to 
believe there is a possibility of securing two 
more members from Alabama; two from 
Illinois, one from Iowa, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Nebraska, South Carolina, each; 
three more from Minnesota, two from Ohio, 
two from Pennsylvania, three from Mis- 
sourl, one from Arkansas, three from 
Louisiana and three from Texas. If these 
claims are realized it will give the Repub- 
licans 257 members or a majority of nine- 
ty-nine members. According to the 
claims of the Republicans ease will be able 
to secure the votes of at least thirty of 
the forty-four States in case the next 
Presidential election is thrown into the 
Houge, as they will have either the solid 
delegations or a majority in each of the 
delegations from that number of States, 

SENATE AND HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Chairman Bab- 

cock of the Republican Congressional 
Committee claims the Republicans will or- 
ganize the next United States Senate. His 
information is that the Legisla- 
ture will send a Republican succeed 
Harris. Babcock also has a dispatch stat- 
ing that Denny (Rep.) in the Seventh 
Kentucky District is elected by 225. This 
is the Ashland District, formerly repre- 
sénted by Breckinridge. 
A dispatch from Chairman Holman 7

THE NEXT SDNATE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Reports re- 
ceived up to 9 o'clock tonight indicate that 
the next Senate will have thirty-nine 
Democrats, forty-two Republicans and six 
Populists, while the attitude of the suc- 
cessor of Senator s of Tennessee is 
still in doubt. In this classification Sena- 
tors Stewart and Jones of Nevada, who 
were elected by the Republicans. but who 
have announced their separation from the 
party, and Gov. Tillman, who will doubt- 
less be elected by the so-called Independ- 
ent Democrats of the South Carolina Leg- 
islature are placed in the Populist column. 
Tillman wil probably vote with the Dem- 
ocrats on organization and Stewart and 
Jones of Nevada and Peffer with the Re- 
publicans. This would throw the balance 
cf power into the hands of the Populists.

NEW YORK. 
THE VOTE FOR GOVERNOR—CONSOLI- 
DATION CARRIES.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.— The total cor- 
rected vote for Governor in New York 
State outside of Sullivan county was 1.208. 
259, of which Morton received 667,585,Hill

IN FAVOR OF CONSOLIDATING. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Returns from all 
except a very few missing election dis- 
tricts show an apparent plurality in New 
York city for consolidation of the ‘‘Greater 
New Vork“ of over 36,000 in the city. 
HANDLING THE RETURNS. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—The rapidity 4n 
the gathering of the New York city and 
State election returns as reported by the 
Associated Press last night was never be- 
fore equalled in the history of news or- 
ganizations. The polls closed at 4 o'clock. 
The bulletin announcing the vote of the 
first election precinct on Governor was re- 
ceived at 5:13 p.m. At 1:02 a.m. the total 
vote of the New York city election for Gov- 
ernor, Mayor and Recorder had been tabu- 
lated, and the complete list appeared in 
every morning paper in New York city 
served by the Associated Press. By con- 
trast, no papers other than those 
served by the Associated Press in New 
York city, was able to print the complete 
tabulated vote of New York city. 

In the same manner the result in Kings 
and Queens counties, with the exception of 
two districts, was complete on Governor 
and Congress. Twenty-four local Western 
Union wires were employed to make this 
possible. The returns from outside of New 
York and Kings counties embracing the de- 
tailed vote of 2800 election districts out of 
3395, were reported before 1 a. m., and from 
the remaining districts careful estimates 
of the pluralities were sent, making possi- 
dle a closely accurate showing for the en- 
tire ticket.

Reports from China state that the rem- 
nants of Admiral Ting’s fleet have been 
patched up and are nearly ready to try 
their fate again at sea, but ominous mes- 
Sages are going to and from Port Arthur 
to the effect that if they venture forth it 
must be without proper provision of shot 
and shell for the big guns. So great has 
been the rascality of high officials that the 
vast quantities of ammunition which were 
supposed to be stored at the naval sta- 
tions, have about given out. 

Definite news is at last reteived con- 
cérning the two Japanese students who 
were arrested as spies in Shanghai and 
surrendered to the Chinese by the Consul- 
General of the United States in obedience 
to the instructions from Secretary Gre- 
sham. On October 8 they were decapi- 
tated in Nanking, by order of the vice- 
roy in presence of all the high officials of. 
that city, and of a mob which kept shriek- 
ing, Kill all the foreign devils, from 
the moment that the condemned men ap- 
peared upon the execution ground until 
their heads fell. That the native author- 
ities of Shanghai are disposed to repeat 
these proceedings as often as they can is 
shown by successive attempts to get pos- 
session of Japanese travelers on the same 
pretext. Toward the end of last month 
they sent a body of guards on board an 
English ship, and, without a warrant, 
seized a passenger on his way home to 
Yokohama, alleging that they acted with 
the knowledge and consent of the British 
Consul-General—an assertion which has 
not been denied, and which gains some 
color from the indifference of the British 
local officials to the fact that two other 
steamers under the British flag have been 
unlawfully boarded by Chinese soldiers 
and their Japanese passengers brutally 
maltreated. These outrages occurred many

SAN BERNARDING® Nov. 7. — (Special 
Correspondence.) The election yesterday 
proves to have been a veritable landslide 
for the Republicans, they having secured 
every State district and county office ex- 
cepting one only, that of Superintendent ot 
Schools, and it was secured by a woman. 
The Demecracy seemed to be following a 
forlorn hope at the close of the campaign, 
except in the case of- Superintencent of 
Schools, and for some reason everyone con- 
ceded from the beginning that Miss Mag- 
gie Mogeau would poll a large vote. She 
did so, receiving a larger yote than any 
other candidate on any ticket, save that 
of Reeves (Rep.) for Treasurer. The chief 
reason for this was in the uniting of the 
Democratic and People’s Party vote upon 
this candidate. The returns show the nor- 
mal Republican strength in the campaign 
to have been about 2150. The combined 
strength of the Democratic and People's 
Party vote was about the same as the Re- 
publican vcte, and Beattie, the Republican 
candidate, did not poll his full party vote 
because of dissatisfaction over the school 
affairs in this city, in which Superintend- 
ent Frye was the conspicuous figure, and 
because Beattie’s opponent Was a woman, 
and secured about 100 of the Prohibition 
votes, and as much more of the Republican 
vote. Though not as large as predicted 
by some, the People’s party vote was larger 
than the Democratic vote in some in- 
stances, notably in the Superior Judge- 
ship.

the precincts save three small ones, and in 
4 few instances six precincts are yet to be 
heard from.

The -truant-officer technic- 
ally, should be able to, of course, but 
under the circumstances what is the use 
ot his bothering himself about it? This 
much we do know, that 1527 were added 
laßt year whose parents were not to blame. 
Generally they are, and it is the parents 
it .\s proposed to reach with the new law 
whitch goes into effect on January 1. 
Thereafter a parent. keeping his children 
away from school can be fined $5 for the 
first and $50 for every succeeding offense. 
Shall be, says the law, which makes cf 
his failure to school his child a misde- 
meanor; but what sense is there in punish- 
ing à father for not sending his child 
to school when there is no school to send 
it to? There would be some, to my mind, 
in fining: the persons whose business it 
was to provide the school, and who had 
failed to do it. It is clear that no com- 
puls y education law, however excellent, 
can compel anything until the school 
board has first been compelled to do its 
duty. The appointment of a dozen, or of 
two dozen, additional truant-officers is 
not .going to help the matter. A truant- 
officer may be, and ought to be, a very 
useful official, but unless he can build 
scho Ms and provide seats, it is hard to see 
of wat use he is going to be where the 
children are turned away for lack of 
room. 

Theie were, Mr. Riis says, over fifty 
thousand children in New York city in 
1891 w.hom the schools did not reach, and, 
I believe, he adds, that the number of 
the chiidren in the street has increased 
since. 

Tho dibtricts where, according to state- 
ments meide by Superintendent Jasper, are 
those where ‘the crowds are greatest; and 
the greatest crowding means usually the 
greatest povetrty and the greatest danger 


the school. Crime,“ said a German 
judge, bears an exact proportion to the 
cubic Space of our dwellings.“ In all 
my Career om the bench,“ said a police 
Justice in New York, this last summer, 
J have never seen so many cases of boy 
thieves and burglars. Hardly a day 
passes but thivt there are from two to 
six or seven bivys arraigned, charged with 
some kind of. ¢rime, all of them under 
fifteen years dd. In a great measure, I 
am sure, the sa‘esponsibility lies with the 
way our poor live crowded together in 
their tenementa He saw another cause— 
immigration. But immigration, while it 
might be troubi esome, would not be dan- 
gerous, if we could get hold of all tho 
children, and Make sure that they went 
to school, as for our own protection we 
certainly should’. That we cannot do. 
The law is not ‘enforced. We have seen 
one of ‘the reasons: why it is not, but it is 
not the only one. Even with schools 
enough, we should be ugable to fill them 
without a school census to guide us; and 
with schools and school census supplied, 
the apparatus would still be incomplete 
and ineffective for the want of truant- 
schools. As matters are in New York, 
our compulsory- education plan has neither 
beginning nor end, and for the want of 
them the middle is useless except to 
breed mischief. ‘The Dest law that was 
ever made is not going to change that. 
It is all very well to fine the father for 
the boy’s sin. If it was his fault that 
the boy played hooky, it may change his 
mind; if it was the boy’s, it will likely 
get him a flogging that may help him to 
change his. But a boy who runs away 
from school is not therefore a criminal to 
be jailed. 
„ What I protest against is the notion that 
a boy who plays heoky should be put in 
jail with thieves, and kept there as if he 
were a dangerous criminal. That is, what 
we do in New York, so far as. we do any- 
thing with him beyond exercising a very 
weak sort of moral suasion. A worse out- 
rage was never perpetrated upon defense- 
dess childhood. Superintendent Jasper 
never seemed half so wise a man to me as 
when he sad indignantly, in answer to my 
question why there were so many truants 
in the streets, and so few in safe-keeping, 
— you think I would run such a risk as 
that?“ 

The risk was that of the Juvenile Asy- 
lum and the Protectory, the two institu- 
tions in New York tbat are designated by 


Both are prisons. They are not only desig- 
nated by law as truant-homes, but as the 
jails to which every kind of rapscallion un- 
der sixteen years is to be sent until his 
record becomes so bad that he is fit for the 
House of Refuge. In theory the last is a 
sort of juvenile penitentiary, the other two 
reformatory schools. In practice the House 
of Refuge is quite as much of a truant- 
home as the others. Of the cases! re- 
ceived there last year 44 per cent. were 
committed for crime, 56 for vagrancy, dis- 
orderly conduct, and truancy... Most of 
them, however, were from out of town. 
The Juvenile Asylum and the Protectory 
are for the use of New York city only, the 
former for Protesta the latter for pris- 
oners of the Catholic faith. To them are 
sent burglars, pickpockets, vagrants, beg- 
‘gars; in short, all the precocious scum of 
the city’s life, to mingle with truants and 
homeless and destitute children, for whom, 
with rare foresight, there has béen made 
room in this choice company. Lest the 
reader who knows nothing of this system“ 
think that I have fallen into some grievous 
error, I will let the report of the Juvenile 
Asylum speak for itself. This is how it 
foots up the cases“ of forty-one years, the 
period of its existence: Unfortunate chil- 
dren (homeless, destitute, etc.,) 9206; young 
thieves, 3246; vagrants, 3219; bad, 1399; 
beggars, 552; peddlers,, 54; disobedient and 
truant children, 12,219; temporarily com- 
mitted as witnesses, 3 29,938. 
Nearly one-third of all committ to the 
Juvenile Asylum could neither ‘read nor 
write, and of the remtainder more than one- 
fourth could only read. At the Protectory 
it was the same story. 

A truant home, as the case stands in 
New York, is as necessary to the enforce- 
ment of the school law as a prison is to 
the enforcement of the criminal law; but 
it is essential that they should be kept 
apart, It is above all necessary that the 
truamts should be kept out of politics. 
They get there soon enough on the pres- 
ent plan, and make trouble. 

The truant schools in Superintendent 
Jasper’s oft-advanced plan are not pris- 
ons. The burglar is eliminated, and with 
him the bars. Mr. Jasper’s idea is to have 
two or three special schools set apart 
to which children who are prone to play- 
ing hooky should be sent. They should 
be allowed to go home every night, but 
should be carefully watched. For their 
failure to attend, their parents should be 
demonstrated that 
the children were really incorrigible. 
Then, and not until then, for the pro- 
tection of the community, should they 
‘be their and competied 
esides their R's, an honest 
trade. The plan is not only worth trying: 
it is our bounden duty to try it. 

There is another plan that is*worth try- 
ing while we are about it. The long 
summer vacation makes idlers of too many 
city boys. The street has nothing to fill 
up their time except loafing. The fresh 
air fund holiday reaches only a small pro- 
portion of them. The rest have to stay 
where they are. Nothing would fill up 


Nothing would so cut the ground from 
under the feet of the tough. The gang 
is nothing but the genius for organiza- 
tion in our boys run wild. A scheme 
for organizing the public school children 
into a great military body has been 
broached. Why not extend it to the long 
vacation, and make à real vatation of 
this for the boys who need it most by 
drilling them in camp? The public schools 
of Paris send their. pupils to the seashore 
for a week or a fortnight. We turn ours 
loose in the street for two mopths at a 


time. The man who first organizes them 
into an army, and marc them off to 
the mountains to camp under military 


rule in July or August, will come near to 
solving the problem, I think, by making 
truant schools superfluous and by clearing 
our police courts of child thieves. And, 
given the skill and experience necessary 
to manage such a band, there is no con- 
siderable obstacle in the way. In fact, a 
very good beginning has been made in 
the Baptist Boys’ Brigade, with its eee 
shcre camp. I should be almost willing 
to accept the burglar classification for 
boys. who couldn't be made to come in on 
that pla

the preparation of this article, I wrote 


to the city superintendent out there 
to find out what they did with 
their truants. He answered that 


they did not have enough to create a 
problem. They reduced in number those 
they had, year by year. In the first 
place we try tO make the school reason- 
ably pleasant,“ he explained. That is the 
way of Indianapolis, and it has earned a 
good name. In New York we put boys 
in foul, dark classrooms, where they grow 
crooked for the want of proper desks; we 
bid them play in gloomy caverns, which 
the sun never entars, forgetting that boys 
must have a chance to play properly, or 
they will play hooky; we turn them 
away by thousands from even such de- 
lights as these, and in the same breath il- 
ligocally threaten them with the jail if 
they do not come. Having done all of 
which, we pass a law to punish the father 
for not sending his boy to school, without 
having any means of bringing either or 
both to book, there being no school cen- 
sus to go by. Was ever a worse mess 
made of a great trust than we have made 
of ours? 

And while we are asking at this end 
of’ the line if it would be fair to the 
burglar to shut him off from social inter- 
course with his betters, the State Reforma- 
tory, where the final product of our schools 
of crime is garnered, supplies thé Answer 
year after year unheeded. Of the thou- 
sands who land there, barely 1 per cent. 
kept good company before coming; all thé 
rest were the victims of evil associations, 
of corrupt environment. They were not 
thieves by heredity; they were made. And 
the manufacture goes on every day. The 
street and the jail are the factories. 


Music the New Language. 

(Frederick Greenwood, in The Yellow 
Book:) When the time comes I fancy that 
an entirely new literature will have a new 
language. There will certainly be a new 
literature if ever spiritual progress equals 
intellectual progress. The dawning of 
conceptions as yet undreamed of, enlighten- 
ments higher than any yet attained to, 
may be looked for, I suppose; as in the 
natural order of things; and even without 
extraordinary revelations to the spirit, the 
spiritual advance must have an .enormous 
effect in disabusing, informing and inspir- 
ing mental faculty such as we know it 
now. And meanwhile? Meanwhile words 
are all that we speak with, and weak are 

ords! Already there are heights and 
epths of feeling which they are hardly 
more adequate to express than the dumb- 
ness of the dog can express his love for 
his master. Yet there is a language that 
speaks to the deeper. thought and, finer 
spirit in us as words do not—moving them 
profoundly, though they have no power of 
articulate response. They heave and strug- 
gle to reply, till our breasts are actually 
conscious of pain sometimes; but—no ar- 
ticulate answer. 

It is music; music which is felt to be 
the most subtle, most appealing, most vari- 
ous of tongues even while we know that 
we are never more than half awake to its 
pregnant meanings, and have not learned 
to think of it as becoming the last per- 
fection of speech. But that may be iis 
appointed destiny. No, I don't think 80 
only because music itself is a thing of 
late, speedy and splendid development, 
coming just before the later diffusion of 
spiritual growth. Yet there is something 
in that, something which an evolutionist 
would think apposite and to- be expected 
There is more, however, in what music. 
is—a voice always understood to have 
powerful innumerable meanings appealing 
to we know not what in us, we hardly 
know how; and more, again, in its being 
an exquisite voice which can make no 
use of reason, nor reason of it; nor cal- 
culation, nor barter, nor anything but 
emotion and thought. The language we 
are using now, we two, is animal language 
by direct pedigree, which is worth obser- 
vation, don’t you.think?, And, for another 
‘thing, when it began it had very small 
likelihood of ever developing into what 
has become under the constant addition 
of man’s business in the world the accre- 
tive demands of reason and speculation. 
And the poets have made it very beautiful 
no doubt; yes, and when it is most beau- 
tiful it is most musical, please observe, 
most beautiful, and at the same time most 
meaning. Well, then! A new nature, new 
needs, What do you think? What do you 
say against music,being wrought into an- 
other language for mankind, as it nears 
the height of its spiritual growth?

Punish Conspiracies When They 
| First Show Their Heads. 

The New York Indicator, commenting 
upon the late railroad strike, remarks: 
In the discussion of the situation, while 
there have been more frank and manly 
statements of ble facts than has 
heretofore been the rule, there nevertheless 
is a disposition to avoid the consideration 
of basic issues, the fundamental prfheiples 
involved in the revolutionary methods of 
labor organizations. It is all well enough 
to object to large bodies of riotous people 
destroying property, interrupting communi- 
‘cation and travel and stopping the wheels 
of industry. But these are results, the 

revention of which can be effected only 

y striking at the causes. „ 

« We have allowed certaia inalienable 
rights of the individual to be 
him without any protest. The right of a 
man to earn his living nobody dare openly 


question; the law even under certain cir- : 


cumstances enforces ft as a duty. We 
have stood by, however, and permitted con- 
spiracies to be formed and executed against 
this right of the individual to work. A 
new law, that of that of the secret laber 
organization, has been allowed to super-
